VBT applying for $300,000 Eurasian Watermilfoil grant

Van Buren Township has prepared a 
preliminary application for a $300,000 
Southeast Michigan Resilience Fund 
grant from the National Fish and Wildlife 
Foundation, with a $100,000 pledge of 
matching funds and in-kind services from 
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VBT. 

At the Dec. 19 regular meeting of the VBT 
Environmental Commission, Matthew 
Best detailed the steps being taken to get 
the grant to try to get rid of the plant that 
is choking the western part of Belleville 
Lake. 

VBT Public Service Director Best said the 
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invasive aquatic plant in Wayne County’s 
only navigable lake will be controlled 
through hand-pulling and chemical 
herbicide application. 

“We expect to reduce the amount of 
Eurasian Watermilfoil by 50% the first year 
and hope to continue to reduce the growth 
the following year by another 25%,” the 
pre-proposal reads. 

“Belleville Lake’s public access locations 
have become choked with Eurasian 
Watermilfoil to the extent that it is 
adversely affecting the recreational use of 
the lake. With chemical application being 


applied directly, we plan to eliminate this

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VBT OKs ordinance to prohibit marijuana establishments

At its final meeting of the year, Dec. 18, 
the Van Buren Township Board of Trustees 
voted unanimously to prohibit marijuana 
establishments in all geographic areas of 
the township. 

This was the second reading and final 
adoption of the ordinance, which will take 
effect immediately upon publication in 
today’s Independent. 

The ordinance is per Section 6.1 of 
the Michigan Regulation and Taxation 
of Marijuana Act passed Nov. 6 by state 
voters. 

The Sumpter Township Board of Trustees 
passed the first reading of a similar 
ordinance to ban marijuana businesses 
in the township and the Belleville City 
Council is expected to also pass such an 
ordinance in the future. 

The opting out of marijuana businesses in 
the township can be rescinded at any time 
and the VBT board said it wanted to see

prolific invasive plant and reclaim these 
affected areas so that our residents and 
visitors can enjoy swimming, boating and 
fishing. 

“It is our plan to map out the extensive 
areas of growth with GPS data, and treat 
the affected areas according to the level 
of plant density. Upon completion of the 
prescribed treatments, a monitoring plan 
will be put into place to survey and record 
the treated areas. 

“We will hold informative training 
sessions with the public in order to enlist 
their help in monitoring and reporting 
Eurasian Watermilfoil growth and how to 
handle plant fragmentation. 

“Belleville Lake lies in the heart of 
our community and we will work as a 
community to eradicate this invasive 
plant,” the pre-proposal reads. 

Best said the project has been put together 
by Parks and Recreation, the supervisor’s 
office, and the Public Service Department. 
They will map the lake and make an 
eradication plan. 

He said that Jennifer Zaenglein of Parks 
and Recreation wrote the grant and, “did a 
great job.” 

Best said if VBT is selected, it will have 
to do a full-blown application. 

“It’s a good first step in managing the 
milfoil,” Best said. “We’ll have to work up 
and down stream with our neighbors. 

“The biggest criteria is improving 
access,” he said. 

Best said they expect to know in February 
whether the township is selected to do a 
full application. The work is expected to 
be done this fall. 

If a lake drawdown is approved for the 
fall of 2019, Best said the milfoil work 
wouldn’t be done until after the drawdown. 

“If we get the grant or not, we will still 
discuss milfoil,’ said Environmental 
Commission chairman David Brownlee, 
asking that it be put on the next agenda of 
the commission. 

Belleville Lake drawdown 

Best said he has been talking with Eagle 
Creek officials who said a drawdown of 
Belleville Lake is possible. Eagle Creek 
operates the French Landing Dam, which

is owned by Van Buren Township. 

Best said the dam operators indicated 
they could hold their Part 12 Independent 
Safety Inspection while the water is down. 
Eagle Creek is paying for the drawdown, 
but the price is not known. It has hired a 
consulting firm. 

Eagle Creek is working on a drawdown 
permit and will be working to put its 
proposal together in January or February. 
He said there will be more concrete 
knowledge in April. 

Best said among those needing to 
approve the drawdown are MDEQ, FERC, 
Michigan State Historical Parks, and soil 
erosion people. 

“Tm concerned they aren’t farther 
along,” said Brownlee, noting it wouldn’t 
be until April when they know if it’s going 
or not. “How much time do we need before 
we draw down?” 

Best said they will operate this year as 
though they are going to do it, “until we 
can’t.” 

He said township officials are planning a 
public information meeting in February to 
alert lakefront residents what permits they 
will need for specific projects and how to 
prepare for a drawdown. 

Best said the hydropark dam will do its 
inspections during the drawdown, as well. 

Best said he thinks the residents will be 
surprised on what they can do with the 
water down. They will invite contractors to 
come and talk to them, as well. 

Brownlee said the main goal of the 
drawdown is to clean up debris that 
interferes with navigation. 

“I talked to seawall contractors and they 
said it’s harder to work with the water down 
because they can’t get near the seawall on 
their barges,” Brownlee said. “People need 
to know.” 

“In terms of planning, we'll have a 
public meeting, but it is not a kickoff to 
drawdown, but for information,” Brownlee 
said. 

Best said the drawdown of the water 
is easy, but getting the permits to assure 
resources upstream and downstream are 
not affected is more difficult. 

“There’s always a chance FERC will 
say no,” Best said, referring to the Federal 
Energy Regulatory Commission which is 
involved because of the dam. 

“We need to put together at least a paper 
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plan, so we can hit the ground running if 
we get final approval,” Brownlee said. 

He said he would like a large map of the 
lake so they can plan pickup points for 
debris and see where subdivisions are. He 
needs details on the map to know where 
there are residents to take care of their 
lakeshore and where volunteers are needed. 

Best showed a map of the old river 
channel, a bathometric map, which 
indicates five-foot depths. In this map, the 
river winds like a worm throughout the 
lake bed. 

Brownlee gave homework assignments 
to commissioners, asking them to make 
written notes of questions that need 
answers concerning the drawdown and 
email the questions to him over the next 
couple of weeks. 

“Help me think this through. We need to 
get the answers,” he said. 

Brownlee said, for example, what does a 
five-foot drawdown do to Sandy’s Marina? 
Sandy’s tells people to get the boats out by 
October. 

Best said they have met with Sandy’s 
Marina three times. The drawdown also 
will affect Johnny’s and Hayward’s, he 
said. 


“The main thrust of the plan I’ve been 
working on is to educate the residents of 
the lake as a resource,” Best said. “It brings 
a lot of wealth to the community ... We 
have one blue economy on an all-sports 
lake.” 

Best said he expects the commission to 
reach out to volunteers and the township to 
reach out to corporate entities. 

“If the state and federal government let 
us do it, we’re going to do this right,” Best 
said. 

“The work starts now,” Brownlee said. 
“Start getting it down on paper.” He said 
he expects to get the map with details and 
to have the township come up with a list of 
groups and organizations to contact.

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VBT Board of Zoning Appeals approves sign for Southport

At its Dec. 11 meeting the Van Buren 
Township Board of Zoning Appeals 
approved a 29’ variance for Southport 
Apartments on the South Service Drive for 
its new roadway sign. 

The new sign is being put in the same 
location as the old sign, at 1’ from the 
front property line. But the ordinance now 
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requires 30’ setback, which would block 
the sign since the township ordinance also 
requires the landscaping that is in place. 

Inaunanimous 4-0 vote, the BZA approved 
the variance and sent announcement of its 
decision on to the township planners and 
the planning commission. 

The variance was needed to keep the sign 
visible from both directions from the North 
1-94 Service Drive traffic to give vehicles 
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ample time to turn into the complex due to 
the existing trees and berm created on the 
east and west property lines. 

If the permitted sign was constructed at 
the required 30-foot setback it would give 
a driver only 3 seconds traveling eastbound 
and 3.7 seconds traveling westbound to 
be alerted to the turn into the complex. 
The 1-foot setback allows the new sign 
to be detected at 661 feet, allowing a full 
9 seconds for motorists, according to the 
data provided. 

In other business, the BZA permitted 
applicant Beverly Nielsen, 44559 Ecorse 
Road, to reschedule her variance request 
until the Jan. 8 meeting, because there 
were only four BZA members present at 
the Dec. 11 meeting and she would need 
all four to cast yes votes to get approval. 

She seeks a variance to permit her to 
retain 6 horses on her 7-acre property, a 
variance of 3 additional horses. She has 
three old, rescued horses and three ponies. 

In documents available to the Independent 
prior to the meeting, Nielsen said she 
brought the horses when she moved to 
the property and three are over the age of 
20. Nobody wants them, she said, and she 
wants to continue to provide the special 
care needed. Nielsen also stated that she 
will not replace them once they pass on. 

The current ordinance requires 5 acres 
for the first horse, and 1 acre per horse after 
that. 

The BZA gave both agenda items the 
option to come back next month, but 
Southport Apartments decided to proceed 
and remain on the agenda as scheduled.

Sumpter Township board approves 
repair to sewer pump station

Ken Kunka, Sumpter Township Director 
of Water and Sewer, gave a report to the 
township board on the deteriorating sewer 
pump station at the corner of Sumpter and 
Willis roads and how it needed immediate 
attention. 

He said on Thanksgiving Day there was 
a high-level alarm because of the corrosion 
and they had a hard time getting the pump 
started. 

Kunka gave the lengthy report, with 
photos shown on the board room monitors, 
during the work/study session of the 
township board meeting on Dec. 11. 

It was not put on the agenda, but 
Supervisor John Morgan while giving 
his Supervisor’s Report asked for, and 
received a motion and unanimous approval 
of the price quote for the repair. 

Kunka said escaping hydrogen sulfide gas 
has eroded the cabinet and the concrete, 
and ductile iron discharge pipes. 

He said he got price quotes from two 
firms and chose SCADA ($18,975) over 
C&C ($41,483.50) for replacement of the 
control box because of the price. SCADA 
will install the new control panel and 
provide startup services for $5,650. 

Utilities Management Services of Willis 
will use confined space procedures and 
replace all ductile iron in the wet well 
and replace it with 8” Sch80 PVC with 
all necessary connections and fittings and 
connect to the piping outside of the wet 
well. 

They will have to divert the sewage for 
seven to ten days, 24 hours a day, which 
adds to the cost. 

The cost was estimated at from $35,000 to 
$50,000, with a notation, “This should not 
be considered a ‘not to exceed’ price, but 
we are more than certain that we can make 
the repairs under the proposed estimate.” 

Trustee Don LaPorte said the $15,000 
spread in price is not acceptable. 

Treasurer Ken Bednark said, “I, too, was 
concerned” at the open-end bid. 

“Td be more comfortable with a ‘not to 
exceed’ number,” Trustee LaPorte said. “It 


could go way up because it’s open-ended.” 
“I used to work on installing those when 
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I was in college,” said Trustee Tim Rush, 
noting it may be installed incorrectly 
because the gases shouldn’t be getting into 
it. 
“T agree,” Treasurer Bednark said. 
Trustee Rush said they could run into the 
same thing again at the other pumps. 
Kunka said this pump was installed in 
2004-5 and it is the worst pump. He said 
there are three lift stations in the township, 
with the other two at Martinsville and 
Willis/Rawsonville. 
When asked about the sewer smell at 


the Sumpter/Willis station, Kunka said, 
“The next step is working on the smell.” 
He said that will be looked at when they 
have people come out to look at the whole 
system. 

Supervisor Morgan asked for a motion 
to accept the price quotes during his 
Supervisor’s Report in the regular meeting. 
When board members again questioned the 
price, Morgan said he wanted to defer to 
the expertise of Kunka. Morgan said Kunka

and Hennessey Engineering recommended 
the work. 

In other business at the Dec. 11 meeting, 
the board: 

e Unanimously approved the first reading 
of an ordinance to prohibit all marijuana 
establishments within the boundaries 
of Sumpter Township. There was no 
discussion on the subject. The second 
reading and final adoption of the ordinance 
is expected at a meeting in January.

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Court Watching: 
Robert Jones bound 


over on charge of 
Walmart embezzlement

On Dec. 19, Robert Donnell Jones, 25, 
was bound over to Wayne County Circuit 
Court for a Jan. 2 arraignment on the 
information in a charge of embezzlement 
of between $1,000 and $20,000 by an 
agent or trustee at the Van Buren Township 
Walmart. 

About an hour after 34 District Court 
Judge Brian A. Oakley bound Jones over, 
Jones’ court-appointed attorney Ronald 


Weitzman came back into the courtroom 
to ask if his client could go on the cruise 
he had planned. Judge Oakley approved 
Jones’ Dec. 28 to Jan. 6 cruise, which 
meant the circuit court arraignment date 
needed to be adjusted, which only circuit 
court can do. 

Attorney Weitzman also had asked for a 
transcript of the preliminary exam held that 
day, in which his client testified. 

VBT Police Officers Michael Long and 
Donovan McCarthy rolled a large screen 
into the courtroom, but the court’s IT 
person was unable to pull up a surveillance 
video that was to be a part of the evidence 
presented. 

The only witness put forward by the 
Assistant Wayne County Prosecutor was

Kristin Therrian, Walmart asset protection 
assistant store manager at the Belleville 
Walmart, who discovered the iPhone X cell 
phone missing on June 27. 

She said the phone was worth $1,049. 
She said the store has a serialized inventory 
of phones delivered through Fed Ex and 
she came up with a missing phone. She 
testified she looked through the receipts of 
sales and a serial number came up with no 
evidence of sale or order through contract. 

“I reviewed a video to see where the 
phone had gone,” Therrian said, noting she 
reviewed surveillance tape from 7 a.m. to 
10 p.m. that day and at 3:30 p.m. she found 
the first encounter. 

She said a female customer came to the 
desk and talked over a contract with a clerk 
for quite some time. Then, she said, Jones 
contacted an employee with a key to the 
lockup and retrieved two iPhone Xs. 

Therrian testified Jones made his way 
to the counter and talked to the female 
customer and they looked like they were 
going over the contract. 

Then, the female customer went away and 
paid for a greeting card and got $100 cash 
back in the transaction. She returned and 
she and Jones went out to the bench outside 
the store and were having a conversation. 
She said she believed the phone was still 
on the counter. 

She said they came back in and went back 
to the wireless counter. Eventually, they do 
go to the register and he scans the phone, 
but nothing is registered as scanned. 

Therrian said it came up as “processing 
error” three or four times. The contract he 
scanned was incomplete. She said policy 
calls for the phone to be put back in lockup 
when denied by the contract carrier. She 
said the second phone was put back, but 
not the missing phone. 

Therrian testified the female had cash in 
hand and then she put the money into her 
purse. Jones put the phone into a Walmart 
shopping bag and the woman left with it. 

She said Jones went back to the wireless 
counter and she was unable to locate the 
phone for the rest of the day. 

After cross-examination, defense 
attorney Weitzman asked Judge Oakley to 
let his client testify. He said the testimony 
so far hasn’t told the entire story of what 
happened and his client’s testimony would 
show that “no crime was committed and 
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nothing was stolen.” 

The prosecutor said that would be a 
valid defense at trial stage, but this was a 
preliminary exam. 

Judge Oakley agreed this was a question 
of fact for a tryer of fact. The judge said 
he is going to find probable cause to bind 
Jones over, but if he wants to testify, he will 
allow it. He warned Jones that anything he 
said on the stand could be used against him 
in a court of law. 

Jones said he no longer works at the 
Walmart store. He testified his job had been 
to help wireless customers and about 3:30 
p-m. on June 27 a woman he didn’t know 
said she wanted two phones activated. 
Jones said he sought out management 
personnel to unlock the place the phones 
are kept. 

He said he came back with two phones 
and got the name and identification and 
submitted it to the computer program. It 
would have gone to Sprint or Verizon, he 
said. 

He said you have to call to get a yes or no 
answer and after that physical paperwork 
is signed by the customer. There are two 
copies, one for the customer. She did not 
have a phone, he said, to take part in the 
process so they stepped outside because 
she couldn’t activate the phone inside. 

He said they came back into the store 
with the white-face phone and taxes are 
paid by scanning the barcode. 

He said the first phone scanned but there 
was a recurring problem with the second 
phone. The barcode to pay for taxes wasn’t 
working right. He testified that had been 
a recurring problem and he had alerted 
Walmart. 

He said he completed the process and put 
the phone in the bag. 

“T did not steal or get my commission for 
the second phone,” Jones testified. 

On cross-examination, he told the 
prosecutor that they could not get connected 
inside and that’s why the left the store. He 
said they only pay taxes at Walmart and 
that was for the first phone, not the second. 
He said the order was completed. 

He said this has been a prior issue for 
Walmart and he had received an email 
from Walmart on the problem. 

Jones said the phone was processed, but 
the barcode to be scanned for taxes showed

and error and he could not charge for taxes. 

“I did nothing improper,” Jones testified 
and Judge Oakley bound him over to 
circuit court. 

If he is found guilty he faces a sentence 
of 5 years in prison and/or a fine up to 
$10,000. 

Chelsea Rae Dennis 

A preliminary exam on two charges of 
possession of narcotics for Chelsea Rae 
Dennis, 27, was adjourned until Jan. 9 in 
order to get a person from the laboratory 
where the evidence test was conducted. 
The witness possibly could appear by 


video. 

Dennis was ready to start her preliminary 
exam before Judge David Parrott on Dec. 
12 when her retained attorney Wade Fink 
asked for a dismissal of the two possession 
of narcotics or cocaine less than 25 grams 
charges against her in the City of Belleville 
on April 15. 

Fink said he asked the Chief of Police 
for the evidence and got her car out of 
forfeiture. He said his client was ripped out 
of her vehicle and injured. He said he got 
no call backs and on Nov. 21 there was still 
no discovery. He said two days previously 
he got a call that the lab report was at the 
Dearborn Heights PD. 

He said there is an in-car video of what 
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happened at her arrest and he wants it as 
evidence. 

“I have been asking for the evidence, 
and I just got the police report,’ Fink 
said. “It happened eight months ago. I’m 
asking for dismissal because of a discovery 
violation.” 

Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor 
Meghan Mathews said she was a substitute 
in this matter. She said records show the 
defendant adjourned the case Nov. 7 and 
then again adjourned it on Nov. 21. She 
referred to a prior conviction. 

“The defense counsel has all the written 
reports and the prosecutor’s office doesn’t 
have videos,” Matthews said. “He has to 
submit his request to the Belleville Police 
Department.” She said he has the drug 
tests and lab results. She said if the case 
is dismissed, the prosecutor’s office will 
immediately refile the charges. 

“I don’t have the best evidence,” Fink 
said. “I want the video!” 

Judge Parrott adjourned the preliminary 
exam for one week, until Dec. 19, when 
it was before Judge Oakley. Judge Parrott 
told Fink that if he gets a stipulated 
discovery order, “Pll sign it and you can 
take it over to Belleville. 

Fink complained again about not having 
the video and Matthews said, “We don’t 
have it in our discovery. We give you what 
we have.” 

When Fink continued his complaints to 
the prosecutor, Judge Parrott said, “Can 
you take it outside?” And they did, arguing 
all the way out the door. 

Gregory James Decz 

The preliminary exam for Gregory James 
Decz, 47, was adjourned from the Dec. 12 
court session for one week, until Dec. 19, 
so an unexplained Nov. 26 letter could be 
obtained. Decz is facing charges of two 
counts of operating while intoxicated- 
third, driving with open intoxicants, and 
driving while license suspended in VBT on 
Oct. 12. He is free after posting bond of 
$5 ,000/10%. 
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But, on Dec. 19, Decz waived his 
preliminary exam and he was bound over 
to circuit court on Jan. 2 for an arraignment 
on the information.

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Sumpter Planners send yard waste ordinance to township board

An ordinance banning people from putting 
yard clippings, grass, sticks and other yard 
waste into the ditches and roadways was 
recommended approved by the Sumpter 
Township Planning Commission at its Dec. 
13 meeting. 

The ordinance now goes to the township 
board for consideration and a final decision, 
possibly at a January meeting. 

A man came before the township board 
a few months back and told about how 
slippery grass clippings are when thrown 
on roadways when the weather is rainy. 
He told of his friend who was riding 
a motorcycle and was decapitated by 
smashing into a sign after sliding on wet 
grass clippings on the roadway. 

Trustee Matthew Oddy, who is the 
township board’s liaison to the planning 
commission, said the board found there 
was no ordinance to enforce to comply 
with the man’s request for a safer roadway. 

Trustee Oddy said they asked the planner 
to put together an ordinance and this is 
what planner Chris Atkin presented at the 
Dec. 13 meeting. 

Commissioners decided to add “mulch” 
to the listing of things that couldn’t be 
dumped on the public roadway, right of 
way or ditches. 

If approved this will be added to the 
township’s general ordinances. It is similar 
to a Wayne County ordinance and people 
could be cited under the township or 
county ordinance, with the county having 
a more severe penalty, Atkin said. 

Atkin said the board would put the fines 
in place and he’ll talk to the township 
attorney about that. 

In other business at the one-hour-and-40- 
minute meeting on Dec. 13, commissioners: 

e Again discussed the draft Master Plan 
and directed Atkin to make the updates 


discussed and bring it back to the Jan. 
10 meeting. Commissioners also want 
colored, more-detailed maps, so they 
can read them easier; more up-to-date 
information on building permits in the 
township; more precise information about 
adjoining townships; and other things; 

e Tabled Atkin’s proposed “amendments” 
to the current slaughterhouse zoning 
ordinance after Commissioner Jim Clark 
questioned the need for changes at this 
point. Atkin said this wasn’t an amendment, 
but only information. “If people have 
problems they will come to the township,” 
Clark said. “Right now we don’t know.” 
Commissioner Mary Sherwood said she 
thinks the township’s only slaughterhouse 
is open on Bemis because there are animals 
and people there. Oddy said the lights 
are on, there is an open sign, and he saw 
a trailer and several cars. Atkin said he 
doesn’t know if they have a certificate of 
occupancy, but there are things that need to 
be taken care of before opening; 

e Discussed at length proposed 
amendments to the language on the 
accessory structure ordinance and then 
voted to have the planner make changes 
and bring it back to the commission in 
January for consideration. The problem is 
that there have been five cases before the 
Board of Zoning Appeals over the last few 
months because residents want to build 
big pole barns, some bigger and taller than 
their houses. The BZA has allowed the 
bigger pole barns because their neighbors 
have big pole barns and neighbors say 
they don’t have a problem with another 
big pole barn next door. The commission 
is trying to loosen up the rules, again, to 
solve this problem so people won’t have to 
go to the BZA. One suggestion that will be 
put into the ordinance amendment is that 
the maximum height would be 18’. “You 
can go home to sleep and say I pleased a

lot of people tonight,” said Commissioner 
Clark, referring to eventual passage of the 
amendments; and 

e Heard Oddy say he is hoping to get 
a training schedule for the commission, 
since the policy calls for each member to 
get one training session per year. He also 
is looking forward to setting up training 
with Belleville and Van Buren Township 


planning commissions. 

This was the first planning commission 
meeting since August and the August 
minutes were approved. 

Tim Rush, who was appointed to the 
planning commission last summer, sat 
in the audience because he was elected 
trustee Nov. 6 and can’t sit on the planning 
commission, as well. 
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Ronald Jeffries of Belleville stayed on Island Mujeres for seven days with his 
daughter Katlyn.
